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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To easily insert a proper attenuator quantity from a 
transmission side without visiting a reception side by measuring a 
level automatically in response to an indication from the 
transmission side and inserting the result as a reception attenuation 
quantity. 

CONSTITUTION: A transmitting facsimile equipment 12 sends out a 
signal to a radio equipment 16 through an amplifier 15 to send data 
to a receiving station 17. The receiving station 17 receives the 
output of the radio equipment 18 by the facsimile equipment 20 
through an adapter 19. When the level is measured, a switch 14 is 
switched to the side of a signal generator 13 from the facsimile 12. 
A facsimile adapter 19 receives a signal level measurement indication 
signal and a noise level measurement indication signal, actuates the 
level measuring circuit 2 to calculate and output a measured signal 
level and a noise level to a variable attenuating circuit 4, which 
sets the attenuation quantity of a reception level.
